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REMARKS 

Application Serial No. 09/902,266 was effectively abandoned on November 2, 
2004, when Applicants filed their Request for Filing Continuation/Divisional 
Application under 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b) (Application Serial No. 10/978,386). For the 
Examiner's convenience, a copy of the Request and the date-stamped postcard, 
indicating that the Patent Office received the Request and a copy of the original 
specification (including Claims 1-17), are attached. Applicants, of course, also filed 
an Extension of Time on November 2 in order to ensure that the '266 application was 
co-pending. 

Along with the Request, Applicants filed a Preliminary Amendment. 
Subsequently, on November 4, 2004, Applicants filed a Second Preliminary 
Amendment to correct a minor typographical error. 

From the Office Communication, it appears that the Request for Filing a 
Continuation under § 1.53(b) was not properly processed, and that the Preliminary 
Amendments were entered in Application Serial No. 09/902,266 instead of the 
1.53(b) Continuation Application (Application Serial No. 10/978,386). As a result, it 
appears that the Preliminary Amendments were mistakenly treated as non- 
responsive submissions accompanying a Request for Continued Examination (RCE). 
Clearly, no RCE was ever filed, and the Preliminary Amendments were intended to 
apply to Applicants 1 Continuation Application. 

To avoid further confusion, Applicants re-filed the November 4 Preliminary 
Amendment under Serial No. 10/978,386 on February 9, 2005. A copy of the re-filed 
Preliminary Amendment is also attached for the Examiner's convenience. 
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Because the '266 application was abandoned when Applicants filed their 
1.53(b) Continuation Application along with a copy of the original specification 
(including original claims 1-17), Applicants believe that the new claims presented in 
the Preliminary Amendment to the Continuation Application are properly numbered 
beginning with Claim 18. As original Claims 1-17 were canceled in the Request and 
indicated as "cancelled" in the Preliminary Amendment, Applicants believe that it is 
appropriate to begin numbering the new claims with Claim 18. If the Examiner 
disagrees, and can direct Applicants to a section of the M.P.E.P. that indicates that 
the claims should be numbered in an alternate manner, Applicants would be happy 
to consider re-numbering the claims. 

Applicants respectfully request abandonment of Application Serial No. 
09/902,266; acknowledgement of Applicants 1 Request for Filing a 
Continuation/Divisional Application under § 1 .53(b); and entry and consideration of 
the Preliminary Amendment in connection with Continuation Application Serial No.

31. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 18, said admixture also 
comprising at least one other antioxidant active agent selected from the group 
consisting of a superoxide dismutase, a catalase, a peroxidase and an antioxidant 
exhibiting enzymatic activity mimicking said enzymes. 
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32. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 31, said at least one other 
antioxidant comprising glutathione peroxidase. 

33. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 31, said at least one other 
antioxidant comprising copper diisopropylsalicylate or Mn(lll)tetrakis(4-benzoic acid) 
porphyrin chloride. 

34. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 18, said admixture also 
comprising at least one sulfur-containing amino acid or precursor thereof. 

35. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 34, said at least one 
sulfur-containing amino acid comprising cysteine, cystine, N-acetylcysteine, 
glutathione and/or ester thereof, or oxathiazolidine. 

36. (Currently Amended) The vitamin/metal salt cosmetic/pharmaceutical 
composition as defined by Claim 18, comprising from 0.1 mg to 3 0J5 mg of vitamin 
A, and from 10 mg to 25 mg of vitamin E. 

37. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 18, comprising from 0.1

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mg to 3 mg of vitamin A, from 50 mg to 240 mg of vitamin C, from 10 mg to 60 mg of 
vitamin E, from 1 0 mg to 40 mg of zinc values and from 40 pg to 1 50 pg of selenium 
values. 

38. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 18, comprising from 0.5 
mg to 1.5 mg of vitamin A, from 100 mg to 140 mg of vitamin C, from 40 mg to 50 mg 
of vitamin E, from 15 mg to 25 mg of zinc values and from 70 pg to 120 pg of 
selenium values. 

39. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 24, comprising from 0.6 
mg to 18 mg of beta-carotene. 

40. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 24, comprising from 3 mg 
to 4.5 mg of beta-carotene. 

41. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 18, comprising 1 mg of 
vitamin A or 6 mg of beta-carotene, 120 mg of vitamin C, 30 mg of vitamin E, 20 mg 
of zinc values and 1 00 pg of selenium values. 
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42. (Previously Presented) A vitamin/metal salt cosmetic/pharmaceutical 
composition useful to promote regrowth of the hair and/or to retard hair loss, and/or 
to increase the mean diameter of strands of hair, and/or to decrease the 
heterogeneity thereof, and/or to increase hair density, and/or to improve the quality 
and/or the appearance of a head of hair, and/or to induce repigmentation of the hair, 
consisting of a thus effective amount of admixture of the antioxidants vitamin A, 
vitamin C, vitamin E and also zinc and selenium values, formulated into a 
cosmetically/pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle, diluent or carrier therefor. 

43. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 18, formulated into a 
drinkable solution, a syrup, tablets or capsules. 

44. (Previously Presented) The vitamin/metal salt 
cosmetic/pharmaceutical composition as defined by Claim 43, formulated into gelatin 
capsules. 

45. (Previously Presented) A vitamin/metal salt cosmetic/pharmaceutical 
composition useful to promote regrowth of the hair and/or to retard hair loss, and/or 
to increase the mean diameter of strands of hair, and/or to decrease the 
heterogeneity thereof, and/or to increase hair density, and/or to improve the quality 
and/or the appearance of a head of hair, and/or to induce repigmentation of the hair, 
consisting of a thus effective amount of admixture of the antioxidants vitamin A, 
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vitamin C, vitamin E and also zinc sulfate and sodium selenite, formulated into a 
cosmetically/pharmaceutically acceptable vehicle, diluent or carrier therefor.
